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Embassy fire blamed 
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Forced dosing 


Smoke still drifts out of the ninth floor window of 
the U.S. Embassy in Moscow after an eight-hour 
fire damaged the top four floors of the building and 
caused the embassy to be closed down, 
(UPl) 


MOSCOW ( A P ) - “ We gave 
it our all, but there wasn’t 
anything we could do.” said 
one of the L’.S. Marines who 
fought side-by-side with Soviet 
firemen to douse a blaze that 
raged through the top three 
floors of the U.S. Embassy 
here. 
U.S. sources said an elec­ 
trical fault appeared to have 
set off the fire Friday night. It 
was brought under control 
early today after causing con­ 
siderable 
interior damage, 
and 
apparently 
collapsing 
part of the roof. 
No serious injuries were 
reported, but one marine was 
treated for smoke inhalation. 
The fire posed a potential 
security risk to the embassy’s 
secret files and equipment. 
The damaged area is normal­ 
ly off limits to Russians. 
Witnesses said embassy of­ 
ficials held off Soviet firemen 
until 
U.S. 
Ambassador 
Malcolm Toon arrived in for­ 
mal dress from a dinner party 
and personally ordered the 
building opened 
to 
Soviet 
firemen. 
Marine guards and other 
embassy personnel battled the 
stubborn blaze before firemen 
were let in. 
Toon said he did not believe 
the embassy's security had 
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been breached, but he said; 
“ we’re taking all the ap­ 
propriate 
steps 
that 
are 
required.” 
S o u rces said 
Soviet 
firefighters were not permit­ 
ted on the building’s 10th floor, 
which houses the defense at­ 
tache’s offices. One embassy 
official was heard to tell 
others: “ Let it burn,” 
About 200 Soviet firefighters 
joined 2.5 marines and other 
security officers — all wear­ 
ing oxygen 
masks 
— 
in 
fighting the blaze. 
Families living in 40 em­ 
bassy 
apartments 
were 
evacuated 
safely 
as were 
some 100 young people who 
had been dancing in the em­ 
bassy’s 
second-floor club.

The mustard-colored wood, 
plaster and brick building,

Soviet policemen ordered 
reporters and diplomats away 
from the front of the embassy 
today, A plume of yellow 
smoke continued to rise from 
the building at dawn. 
Marines and other security 
officials discovered the flames 
on the eighth floor at about 
10:30 p.m. ~ 3:30 EDT - and 
tried to extinguish the fire 
themselves.

called in 30 minutes later.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Secretary of 
State Cy ru s R. Vance, retu rning from his 
mission to China, receiv ed a welcome 
home Satu rday from President Carter, 
who called the trip “ a m ajor step for­ 
ward toward ou r u ltimate goal of nor­ 
malizing relations” with the Commu nist 
nation. 
In brief rem arks at Andrews Air Force 
Base in nearby Mary land, C arter said 
that while the trip was “ limited and 
ex ploratory in natu re,” it was “ a v ery 
important mission to one of the most im ­ 
portant nations on e arth .” 


Vance noted that the trip represented 
the first high-lev el contact between the 
Carter administration and the Chinese 
gov ernment, which itself has u ndergone 
transition in recent months. 
While an ex ploratory trip, 
it was 
nonetheless “ v ery important that we 
hav e this ex change of v iews for the first 
tim e,” he said. 
With his latest trip, Vance, who once 
saw himself mostly as a stay -at-home 
secretary of state, now has am assed the

MUNICH. West Germany 
i.AP) — Radio Free Europe 
and Radio Liberty have long 
been thorns in the side of Com­ 
munist leaders in Moscow and 
other Soviet bloc capitals. The 
sting appears sharper now 
with the East-West dispute 
over human rights. 
The two stations, housed in a 
rambling two-story building 
framed 
by 
trees 
in 
a 
downtown 
Munich 
park, 
report the human rights issue 
comprehensively 
The 
U.S. 
government- 
financed stations beam pro­ 
grams that include 10-minute 
newscasts in. 22 languages 
every hour, 
all day, sup­ 
plementing government con­ 
trolled information from the 
East with uncensored news 
from the West, 
"It’s the only source for 
(full) information about what 
happens in Poland.” a War­ 
saw dissident who requested 
anonymity told a Western 
reporter recently, 
“ This 
roundabout way is necessary 
because there is no press 
freedom in our country." 
.Much of the news this year 
has been 
about 
President 
Carter’s support for East Bloc 
dissidents and their petitions 
to Communist leaders to live 
up to human rights sections of 
the Helsinki accord of 1975. 
Signed by the Soviet Union, 
the United States and 33 other 
cou n tries, 
the 
accord 
recognizes post-World War II 
European borders and pledges 
the signers not to interfere 
with the internal affairs of 
other countries. 
But the East Bloc dissidents 
- and the stations - have 
focused on the free movement 
of people and ideas. 
"To me it is a fairly simple 
issue,” 
says Frank Starr, 
director of Radio Liberty’s 
Russian language service. He 
says

Moscow 
has

for 
claiming that the broadcasts 
are 
intruding on 
Soviet 
domestic affairs. 
■•Radio Moscow broadcasts 
in English lo the United States 
over a large part of the day, 
and a lot of other languages 
besides. So I don’t see why we 
shouldn t broadcast to them in 
Russian,” 
Radio Free Europe limits its 
broadcasts to Eastern Europe 
and claims a daily audience of

Romania and Hungary. 
Radio Liberty aims its pro­ 
grams at the Soviet Union, 
where it claims four million 
listeners a day. 
The stations were set up in 
1949 with secret financing by

Broadcasts tended to be 
emotional and belligerent dur­ 
ing the Cold War of the 1950s, 
but station officials say the 
aim is now to provide ""objec- 
tive, balanced information.”

Cash for export program is sought 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Carter administration is being 
urged to seek more money to 
finance an export credit pro­ 
gram aimed at boosting sales 
of farm commodities overseas 
despite figures by the 
Agriculture Department 
which show that not all of the 
credit already available is be­ 
ing used. 
Sen. Bob Dole, R-Kan., has 
told 
Agriculture Secretary 
Bob Bergland that the export 
credit program is “ grossly in­ 
adequate" and urged him to 
ask Congress for a 100 per cent 
increase in 1977-78 fiscal year 
funds, from $750 million cur­ 
rently appropriated to $1.5 
billion, 
“ In view of the fact that the 
competition will likely be 
keener next fiscal year (which 
begins Oct. 1) for a broader 
range of commodities which 
are now beginning to ex­ 
perience slack demand and 
falling prices, it seems to me 
that at least $1.5 billion is 
needed in CCC credits to 


stimulate farm exports," Dole 
said in a letter to Bergland 
this week. 
The current authorization is 
$1 billion for the 1976-77 fiscal 
year. The program is operated 
by USDA’s Commodity Credit 
Corporation (CCC) and in­ 
volves setting up lines of 
credit to qualified foreign 
countries. 
Unlike aid programs such as 
Food for Peace, the CCC Ex­ 
port Credit Program involves 
loans at commercial bank in­ 
terest rates that must be 
repaid over periods ranging 
from six months to three 
years. 
A country’s credit 
record is taken into account 
before the loans are made. 
According to USDA, about 
$946 million of the $1 billion 
available for loans this fiscal 
■year has been committed to 
about two dozen countries in 
the individual lines of credit 
established for each. 
A spokesman said Friday 
that as of Aug. 19, only $639.4 
million of the lines of credit 


available this fiscal year had 
been actually used to buy U.S. 
farm commodities. 
Thus, with less than six 
weeks remaining in this fiscal 
year, less than two-thirds of 
Ihe $1 billion available for the 
export credit program had 
been used by 
foreign 
countries. 
One official said that more 
of the available credit com­ 
mitted over $300 million pro­ 
bably will be used this fiscal 
year but that “ there’s no way 
that it can all be used" by 
Sept. 30. 
The CCC Export Credit Pro­ 
gram was started in the 1950s 
to help bridge a gap between 
cash sales of U.S. farm pro­ 
ducts overseas and conces­ 
sional shipments made under 
Food for Peace, which are for 
20 years to 40 years at low in­ 
terest rates, to truly needy 
countries. 
Wheat, corn, rice, cotton, 
tobacco, soybean oil, edible 
dry bean and other com­ 
modities currently are eligible 


for export financing. 
As of Aug. 1, as an example, 
millions of dollars were still 
available to a number of coun­ 
tries to buy U.S. wheat and 
flour, including: Cyprus, $1 
million; the Philippines, $17 
million; 
Portugal. $11.7 
million; Honduras. $2.50,0(K); 
Peru, $1.3 million; Syria. $11.8 
million; 
and .Jamaica, $5 
million.

W ater 'guzzlers' have green law ns 


SA N F R A N C IS C O (A P ) - California is suffering from a 
prolonged drought, but a Bay Area couple gave their 
flowers and grass two hours of water a day while 
neighbors’ lawns turned brown 
They are among the “guzzlers,” people who exceed 
water rationing program s imposed on drought-weary 
Northern Californians. 


Officials say there aren’t many of them. And no one has 
suffered the ultimate penalty - disconnected water 
service. 


But some guzzlers have had their water usage curtailed 
by companies fighting to maintain supplies. 


The people with the nice lawn in suburban Hayward 
became the first family in the Bay Area to have water of­ 
ficials install “flow restricters” on the lines in their home 
— to date, the most severe penalty for over-consumption. 
Workmen from the East Bay Municipal Utility District 
installed one-inch disks on the water lines to reduce the 
flow from 30 gallons a minute to two gallons. 
East Bay customers are limited to 225 gallons a day. 
The utility says the couple that was singled out had been 
metered at more than 850 gallons daily. 
Their rhododendrons, roses and daisies would not be the 
only victims, the utility was told. The husband would have 
to stop his nightly whirlpool baths.

Cooper has put together a 
“best of” show, featuring his 
famous snake, guillotine and 
hanging scenes. He’s also us­ 
ing several Las Vegas produc­ 
tion numbers, one of which 
has him wielding a 40-foot 
toothbrush and chasing five 
dancing girls dressed as teeth, 
in hopes of attracting preteens 
and adults who usually shun 
rock concerts. 
But 
thousands 
of 
empty 
seats greeted Coper at his only 
New York area appearance, 
forcing scalpers to unload 
tickets for $2 and less. The au­ 
dience seemed subdued dur­ 
ing much of Cooper’s show, 
which pales in comparison to 
groups like K iss that vomit 
blood, breathe fire and use 
flamethrowers to wow fans. 
“When I took the two years 
off I expected somebody to fill 
the .gap,” said Cooper, born 29 
years ago as Vincent Furnier. 
“I don’t think we do the same 
type of thing - we put more 
production into it.

“Rob Iscove, who did Ann-

just rock ’n’ roll people, but 
people who know how to work 
a Broadway stage,” he said 
“Wehad so many comments 
from older people going to our 
shows.

at a veterinary school touch 
the outline of a cow on a televi­ 
sion screen 
Immediately,

animal's heart, just as if they 
were listening through a 
stethoscope 
At another college, students 
sit through a full semester of a 
logic course in philosophy. 
They never see a human 
teacher, even at exams 
And at a high school, history 
students pretend they are city 
managers They dole out the 
budget, fight pollution and 
plan housing tracts Then they 
learn what the consequences 
of their decisions will be after 
50 years 
the key to all this is com­ 
puters 
In schools and colleges 
across the country, they are 
becoming almost as common 
as blackboards They teach, 
solve problems, write tests 
and even help high school 
seniors pick the right college 
But like any innovation that 
departs from 
time-tested 
ways, computers have their 
critics - the instructors who 
want to keep the methods they 
know best 
Even some of their strong­ 
est proponents caution 
that computers are limited, 
that they should never replace 
the encouraging word, cold 
stare and calculating gui­ 
dance of a genuine teacher 
One of those who worries 
about their use is John 
Kemeny. a pioneer developer 
of the educational computer 
Kemeny. who is now president 
of Dartmouth College, 
developed the time-sharing 
method that lets many people 
use a computer at once 
“ I think that for supple­ 
menting and enriching the 
curriculum, I am probably the 
No 1 advocate of computers in 
the country,” Kemeny said. 
■ But I still believe there is no 
substitution for the interaction 
between two human minds. So 
1 am not a great believer in 
computers as teaching 
machines ” 
Despite the reservations, 


educational computers have 
become big business 
Time Share Corp.. one of the 
biggest distributors of com­ 
puter programs for schools, 
estimates that about two 
million children between 
kindergarten and 12th grade 
now use computers each vear 
in the United States 


At Dartmouth, for instance, 
Kemeny estimates that 90 per 
cent of the 4,000 under­ 
graduate students use com­ 
puters sometime during their 
college years 
After class, the students sit 
down at the computers to do 
homework problems, review 
course material, tackle 


special projects and even 
write term papers. About 400 
computer terminals are scat­ 
tered across the campus in 
libraries, classroom build­ 
ings, dormitories and pro­ 
fessors’offices.

WASHINGTON lAP) - The 
oeople who get food from the 
farm to the consumer are con­ 
tinuing to get a bigger chunk 
of what Americans spend to 
feed them selves, 
the 
Agriculture Department says 
A family of three will spend 
an average $1,945 this year for 
food produced on American 
farms. $50 more than for the 
same 65 items last year, ac­ 
cording to a government 
analysis released Friday 
With the farmers' share of 
that hypothetical family's 
spending down $4. middlemen 
are increasing their share $54 
That’s the same jump the pro­ 
cessors, wholesalers and 
retailers experienced from 
1975 to 1976. 
The projection for this year 
said farmers — whose in­ 
comes are dropping sharply — 
will receive $745 of what the 
hypothetical family spends on 
food 
This makes the second year 
in a row that their share will 
be down. Last year, they got 
$35 less from the hypothetical 
family’s spending than in 1975 
Middlemen, meanwhile, are 
expected to account for $1,200 
of the 1977 grocery budget 
The list theoretically 
represents the food needed to 
supply a household of 3 2 per­ 
sons for an entire year 
The marketbasket, which 
covers about 90 per cent of 
what consumers spend on 
food, does not include seafood 
or such imported products as 
coffee. 
Agriculture experts 
caution that the list is only a 
rough guideline and does not 
attempt to pinpoint what 
families actually spend to feed 
themselves. 
In 1976, the marketbasket 
cost $1.895 for the same 


hypothetical household, up $19 
from 1975 Two years ago, 
marketbasket 
food costs 
jumped by $126 over 1974. 
Put another way, this year’s 
retail grocery bill is expected 
to go up 2.6 per cent, com­ 
pared with a 1 per cent in­ 
crease in 1976 and a 7 2 per 
cent boost in 1975, 
Bumper harvests and 
stepped-up production of 


meat, poultry and milk and 
other items have helped to 
slow price rises since 1975. 
The 1977 figures, described 
as preliminary, were included 
in a summary by the 
Agricultural Outlook Report 
to be published next month 
Food prices overall, 
in­ 
cluding imported products 
and seafood, are expected to 
be up around 6 per cent.

Bryce Shaw, who created a 
computerized math instruc­ 
tion course for Flint, Mich,, 
schools, is convinced they do. 
His system is used by about 
1,800 students in thè third 
through sixth grades. They 
are at least a year and a half 
behind their classmates in 
math ability. They spend nine 
minutes a day working out 
questions on television screen 
computer terminals. 
These students were badly 
deficient before they began 
the computer training, Shaw 
said. "But approximately 85 
per cent of them who started 
in the program in the third 
grade are equal to their peers 
•by the time they start the 
seventh 
They 
can do 
everything the other kids do.” 
Kemeny of Dartmouth said 
the coniputers had made 
learning more interesting and 
realistic for students. 
In a calculus course, he 
said, "The typical problem us­ 
ed to be one billiard ball hit­ 
ting another billiard ball, or 
what happens if you drop a 
rock off the top of a building. 
".Now you give them as a 
homework problem a rocket 
trip to the moon. The only dif­ 
ference is that for this you 
need not just calculus but a 
computer because the calcula­ 
tions are too long” 
At Dartmouth, the com­ 
puters cost about $100 a year 
for each student. 
"For enriching courses, it is 
clearly worth it,” said 
Kemeny. "It is very much like 
asking, ‘Is a laboratory in 
physics worth it or not’’’ The 
lab is the most-expensive part 
of teaching physics. 
But 


without it. there are just cer­ 
tain things you 
wouldn’t 
learn,” 
The University of Illinois 
has been experimenting with 
leaching computers since 
1959 Bruce Sherwood, assis­ 
tant director of the school’s 
Computer-Based Education 
Research Laboratory.said the 
results are hard to measure. 
However, the center com­ 
pared two groups of students 
who took a course in classical 
mechanics, One learned by 
traditional methods and the 
other was taught with com­ 
puters When the course was 
over, the grades of the two 
groups were almost identical. 
Though Sherwood is en­ 
thusiastic about the future of 
computers in education, he 
says they will never replace 
teachers. 
"The computer is just a 
medium, 
like the print 
medium.” 
Sherwood said. 
"Most people need the support 
and understanding of a 
teacher, no matter what kinds 
of media they are using, in­ 
cluding textbooks, 
"In principle, we don’t need 
college professors to teach 
physics courses. We could just 
send students to the library, 
where there is an abundance 
of excellent textbooks on 
physics. 
But 
it somehow 
doesn’t work that way,”

Mrs. Wilborn. who entered 
one of two quilts she made for 
her children in the State F a ir 
this year, didn't receive any 
ribbons for her work, but has 
received a number of calls, 
letters, compliments and even 
offers. 
' So far I have four offers to 
make quilts between now and 
Christm a s," she said. 
The quills ace made by hav- 
in g 
k o d a l i t h , 
h a l f - t o n e 
n ega tiv es 
produced 
from 
either black-and-white or col­ 
or photographs. Then, with 
p h o to g r a p h ic 
c h e m i c a l s , 
which Mrs 
Wilborn had to 
order 
from 
Chica go, 
she 
treated 100 per cent blocks of 
cotton ma terial and let them 
dry, 
'T converted my husband’s 
clothes 
closet 
into 
a 
dark 
room ," 
she 
said 
‘T 
just 
moved his clothes out. Then I 
dried the ma terial by hanging 
the blocks on clothes hangers 
by the corners. They ca n't be 
draped over anything," she 
said. 
Mrs Wilborn also explained 
that 100 per cent cotton must 
be used. 
•My first batch of materia l 
and 
chemica ls 
was 
ruined 
because they had told me it 
was 100 per cent cotton but it 
had some permanent press in 
it 
and 
it

c h e m i c a l s ,” 
Mrs. Wilborn said. 
Once the material was dry, 
Mrs, Wilborn placed the cot­ 
ton blocks on a 10 by 12 sheet 
of glass, put the negative and 
another piece of glass on top 
and placed it in the sunshine 
for 
five 
minutes 
The 
sun 
develops the picture onto the 
material. 
•After the picture is e x ­ 
posed, I bring it in. wash the 
chemicals out and press the 
block dry. It produces the pic­ 
ture 
in 
blue 
tones," 
Mrs. 
Wilborn said. 
Mrs. Wilborn had to do quite 
a bit of resea rch on this ra ther 
unusual 
process, 
including 
trips to the library and cor-

Decorator offers painting tips

More women are painting 
their own homes, outdoors and 
indoors, especially in the 
Midwest where there are so 
many frame houses. 
It is one reason Sue Barna, 
29, travels to some 1,600 home 
decorating centers from time 
to time in her job as a 
decorating consultant. She 
passes on trends and new 
ideas in painting and 
decorating. 
More emphasis is now being 
put on choosing colors to save 
energy, getting the most out of 
materials in the interest of 
economy and learning how to 
prepare for a job, she said. 
“ For example, a paint job 
that is otherwise good can be a 
waste by lack of preparation 
of shingles and clapboards. I 
have done it myself. Once I us­ 
ed a wire brush and laborious­ 
ly chipped away at peeled 
paint only to find in a short 
time that the same area had 
chipped and cracked again,’’ 
says Ms. Barna, who is a do-it- 
yourselfer. She often teams 
with her husband on big jobs. 
Later she learned a lot about 
moisture and that it causes 
“ about 80 per cent of exterior 
paint problems.” Moisture 
works its way out of the house 
from the shower, steam iron 
and dishwasher, and then 
there is snow, rain, sleet and 


even dew that can build up on 
window sills and dormer areas 
to cause problems. 
“ Little metal wedges can be 
used to foil moisture, but some 
women do not know about 
them. Inserted about every 
foot or so under a shingle or a 
clapboard in a moisture area, 
the wedges will allow the 
moisture to escape rather 
than, build up from behind,” 
she explained. She’s also into 
other moisture solutions — 
caulking, attic louvers and ex­ 
haust 
fans which 
can 
be 
problems. 
Ms. 
Barna likes to talk 
about economy. Some people 
try to skimp on paint, and they 
buy less than they need, hop­ 
ing to stretch it some way. No 
matter how good you are at 
figuring the quantity of paint, 
more, not less, should 
be 
bought so that the color will be 
uniform, Ms. Barna advises. 
Unopened paint 
can 
be 
returned. 
If paints are selected on the 
basis of energy savings, keep 
in mind that it makes little dif­ 
ference w'hether light or dark 
colors are chosen. In four 
seasons, cool and hot, color 
and energy even off. 
More important in choosing 
colors is to consider the adja­ 
cent houses and how your 
house will relate to them, she 
said. If in doubt, white goes 
with everything. 


She also stresses the im­ 
portance of buying good 
brushes — they’re a good in­ 
vestment. Use a 4-inch brush 
for large areas, a 2Vz-to 3-inch 
brush for shutters and trim, a 
14-inch oval brush or sash 
tool for painting window sash 
and moldings. 
Stir paint thoroughly before 
beginning a job, and be mind­ 
ful that water-based coatings 
should not be applied at 
temperatures below 55 
degrees. It’s a good idea to 
avoid painting early in the 
morning when the house may 
be dew-laden, or too late in the 
day when the dew might con­ 
dense on not-yet-dry paint. 
Indoors, Ms. Barna sees a 
trend to lighter paints because 
they reflect light. Gray and 
shades of coral are coming 


back. Light green and blue are 
popular. All colors that com­ 
bine with white are good. In 
dark colors, reds, greens, 
blues in deep rich shades are 
being used. There is also a 
trend to using heavier wall 
coverings — vinyls, grass 
cloth, burlap, rather than 
single sheet coverings, 
“ Natural and conservation 
ideas continue because people 
have learned how much fun it 
can -be to recycle things and 
use them with antiques or con­ 
temporary furnishings,” she 
explained. 
In her job as national 
decorating consultant for 
Sherwin-Williams, she has 
observed that some areas of 
the United States are more 
sophisticated than others — 
the coastal states and the 


Midwest — so she works about 
six months ahead with 
decorators in the stores, she 
says. 
An indication of a trend to 
help women decorate and 
coordinate their homes 
painlessly is the fact that 
these stores now carry home 
furnishings in addition to 
paint. For example, there are 
50 styles and 750 carpet colors 
that can be matched. There 
are resident decorators on 
staff in about 1,-000 of the 
stores to help integrate lamps, 
lighting, kitchen and bath ac­ 
cessories and decorative ac­ 
cessories such as mirrors, pic­ 
tures, photographs, plaques, 
toss pillows and casual 


furniture, that is available in 
the stores 
Ms. Barna has developed 
classes and clinics that are 
used by the decorators in 
assisting shoppers at home or 
at the centers.

C.AR.AC.AS, Venezuela (.\P) -- No one knows who 
started the rumor that Caracas will be destroyed by a 
tidal wave on Sunday, although some say it was men from 
Mars. But some residents appear to have made plans to be 
away for the weekend — just in case. 
The prediction first began circulating by word-of-mouth 
in May. 
Farfetched as it 
may seem, the prediction has 
generated enough publicity to worry authorities in this ci­ 
ty. nestled in a valley about 10 miles from the Caribbean 
vSea. 


Scientists, government leaders and churchmen say the 
forecast is totally absurd and have appealed to the punlic 
to ignore it. 


Some officials say the onlv disaster that is likelv to oc- 


cur will be on the highways if large numbers of Cara­ 


queños flee the city. 
It was impossible to tell how many people were planning 
to leave because of the prediction. 
Airlines and bus companies say they are fully booked. 
"But you have to remember that this is the vacation 
seasoii.” travel agent Antonio Parra said. “ Planes and 
buses are filled to capacity every weekend.” . 
Msgr. Ovidio Peres Morales, secretary-general of the 
Venezuelan Roman Catholic episcopate, says the only 
ones who will benefit from rumors of catastrophe are the 
owners of transportation lines, who will reap profits from 
the ignorance of people. 
The fact that a 6,000-foot mountain range separates 
Caracas from the sea has not detered believers of the 
prediction.

North Slope. 
But unlike the gold and oil, 
forecasters say 
the 
new- 
mother lode could last in­ 
definitely and help break the 
alternating boom and bust cy­ 
cle which 
has 
plagued 
Alaska’s economy since Rus­ 
sian 
fur traders 
stormed 
ashore in the mid-1700s. 
The source of the potential 
harvest of wealth is the sea, 
its name bottomfish. 
Traditionally 
ignored 
by 
Alaskan commercial fisher­ 
man, the lowly bottomfish has 
won fresh respectability in re­ 
cent months thanks to the 
United State’s new 200-mile 
fisheries jurisdiction law and 
the growing world demand for 
food protein. 
For years, U.S. fishermen in 
the Gulf of Alaska and Bering 
Sea have left bottomfish, con­ 
sisting primarily of pollock 
and other species of cod, to the 
foreign fleets of Japan, Korea 
and the Soviet Union. 
While Alaska’s fishermen 
were concentrating on 


salmon, king crab and shrimp, 
the foreigners’ annual harvest 
of bottomfish off the coast 
grew to 5.5 billion pounds, 
more than 90 per cent of it 
pollock. 
Even with the 200-mile limit, 
foreign fisherman still will be 
allowed to net nearly four 
billion pounds of bottomfish 
because Alaska lacks both the 
catching and processing 
capability to handle those 
massive amounts. 
But the tremendous demand 
for bottomfish in the Far East 
and a tentative but growing 
market at home is causing 
both state officials and the 
fishing industry to drool over 
the prospects.

dwindling gas su pplies, o fficially ap­ 
pro v ed the pipeline pro ject last y ear. 
No rmally , pipeline bu ilders mu st hav e 
co ntracts with natu ral gas pro du cers in 
hand befo re co nstru ctio n can begin. 


In this case, ho wev er, permissio n to 
bu ild was granted ev en tho u gh the 
pipeline co mpanies had no gu arantees 
fro m gas pro du cers. This, o f co u rse, has 
left the pro du cers in the catbird’s seat. 
They hav e simply decided to sit o n their 
gas u ntil prices are high eno u gh to assu re 
hefty pro fits, 


The pipeline pro ject, kno wn as the 
High Island Offsho re Sy stem (HIOS), is 
actu ally a co nglo merate o f three co m­ 
peting 
enterprises, 
The 
co mpetitio n 
banded to gether and hired a po tent 
Washingto n law firm — Gallagher, Co n­ 
ner and Bo land — to argu e their case 
befo re the FPC. 


Christo pher 
Bo land, 
the 
principal 
HIOS atto rney , ju st happens to be a clo se 
perso nal friend o f Ro bert Perdu e, the 
FPC depu ty general co u nsel at the time, 
Ev en befo re the m atter actu ally cam e 
befo re the co mmissio n, acco rding to o u r 
so u rces, Bo land was hu ddling in priv ate 
with

R ich ard 
Du nham 


Du nham then o rdered his general 


co u nsel to make su re the pro ject was ap­ 
pro v ed ev en tho u gh HIOS had no written 
pro mises fro m pro du cers that gas wo u ld 
be pro v ided fo r the pipeline. 


The case was taken away fro m v eteran 
FPC atto rney s who were u nanimo u sly 
o ppo sed to the HIOS plan, They were 
replaced with a staff lawy er, ju st o ne 
y ear o u t o f law scho o l, who reco m ­ 
mended a go -ahead. The co mmissio n 
su bsequ ently appro v ed the pro ject. 


Meanwhile, the natu ral gas pro du cers 
are still waiting fo r prices to rise befo re 
they sign co ntracts with HIOS. FPC 
so u rces to ld u s there is little they can do 
to rectify the situ atio n becau se the co n­ 
du it has already been certified. 


The co mmissio n, incidentally , no w 
specifically requ ires prio r co ntracts fo r 
all pipeline pro jects. 


The pipeline co mpanies, o f co u rse, 
wo n’t lo se a penny , no m atter ho w lo ng 
their titanic tu be lies empty . N atu ral gas 
co nsu mers will abso rb the co nstru ctio n 
co sts and the m aintenance ex penses, 
which may reach $120 millio n a y ear. 


Fo o tno te; Perdu e, no w the FPC ’s ac­ 
ting general co u nsel, to ld o u r asso ciate 
Marc Smo lo nsky that he nev er discu ssed 
the pro ject with any HIOS lawy ers, in­ 
clu ding Bo land. We were u nable to reach 
Du nham; HIOS atto rney Bo land did no t 
retu rn o u r calls.

The Lance affair has left a so u r taste. 
The directo r o f the Office o f Management 
and Bu dget, it no w is ev ident, has been 
liv ing the life o f a high ro ller o n o ther 
peo ple’s mo ney . He is in debt to his ears. 
As recently as last Ju ne he was writing 
checks o n an o v erdrawn acco u nt. To be 
su re, the co m ptro ller’s repo rt cleared 
Mr. Lance o f any crim inal wro ngdo ing, 
and bu lly fo r that. Bu t when Mr, C arter 
flew do wn fro m Camp Dav id, fo lded Mr. 
Lance in his wings, and cried, “ Bert, I’m 
pro u d o f y o u ,” there w asn’t a wet ey e in 
the press co rps. 


Finally , this cargo preference bill. The 
measu ie wo u ld requ ire that a fix ed 
percentage o f impo rted o il be carried in 
American-flag tankers.

The bill co u ld co st American co nsu m ers 
mo re than $800 millio n a y ear in higher 


shipping co sts. The bill wo u ld inv ite a 
pro tectio nist reactio n abro ad, and it 
wo u ld v io late U.S. treaties with mo re 
than 30 co u ntries. 


Bu t the m aritim e u nio ns richly su p­ 
po rted Mr. C arter's campaign chest, and 
the u nio ns hav e co ntribu ted genero u sly 
to members o f the Ho u se and Senate 
co mmittees in charge o f the bill The 
shipbu ilding indu stry also has chipped in 
with big bu cks. Mr, C arter made cam ­ 
paign pro mises that mu st be redeem ed, 
no m atter the co st to co nsu mers, no m at­ 
ter the v io lence do ne to principles o f free 
trade.

WASHINGTON (NEA) - If there is a 
bo tto m line to the who le Bert Lance af­ 
fair, it is that F Sco tt Fitzgerald was 
right; The rich are indeed different fro m 
y o u and me. 


That may no t qu alify as the centu ry ’s 
mo st-sho cking disclo su re, bu t it’s no t ex ­ 
actly the message which Jim m y C arter 
has tried so hard to co nv ey abo u t his ad­ 
ministratio n. 


And in em bracing Lance so ferv ently . 
Carter may hav e jeo pardized his o wn 
carefu lly cu ltiv ated po litical image as a 
man w ho shares the av erage A m erican’s 
anger at the special priv ilege o f the 
wealthy . 


It is a safe bet that precio u s few o f the 
v o ters who cast their ballo ts fo r Jim m y 
Carter last y ear ev er go t away with the 
kind o f financial hijinks that Bu dget 
Directo r Lance indu lged in as a Geo rgia 
bank o wner. 


Mo st peo ple who make a habit o f kiting 
checks find them selv es in ho t w ater 
rather qu ickly . Bu t no t Bert Lance, 
who se campaign acco u nts while he was 
ru nning fo r go v erno r o f Geo rgia were 
o v erdrawn as mu ch as $52,000 between 
Janu ary and Ju ne o f 197 4 — witho u t a 
nickel’s penalty . 


Ju st being related to Lance was go o d 
eno u gh, in fact. His wife’s acco u nt at o ne 
o f his banks was o v erdrawn by $110,000 
at o ne po int, and nine o f his relativ es ac­ 
cu mu lated o v erdrafts “ in the $200,000 to 
$50,000 range” du ring o ne sev en-mo nth 
perio d. 


Bo rro wing hu ge su m s o f mo ney was 
also a snap fo r banker Lance, who 
managed to wheedle millio ns o f do llars 
in lo ans o u t o f a who le slew o f banks 
witho u t pu tting u p any thing like fu ll co l­ 
lateral. 


There’s no thing to it, apparently , if y o u 
o wn a bank y o u rself and can to ss a little 
bu siness in the directio n o f tho se lending 
y o u the mo ney . Or if y o u are widely 
kno wn to be a v ery clo se friend o f the 
nex t president o f the U.S. 


The co mptro ller o f the cu rrency , after 
scru tinizing the reco rd o f Lance’s co n­ 
du ct as a banker, co nclu ded that no ne o f 
the info rmatio n u nco v ered “ to date” 
w arran ts 
a 
crim in al 
pro secu tio n, 
altho u gh he carefu lly added that so me 
allegatio ns hav e y et to be tho ro u ghly in­ 
v estigated. 


There are, fo r instance, still qu estio ns 
abo u t Lance’s perso nal and po litical u ses 
o f airplanes o wned o r leased by his o ld 
bank, the Natio nal Bank o f Geo rgia. And 
qu estio ns abo u t the pu rpo se o f, and pay ­ 
ment fo r, at least fiv e trips which C arter 
himself to o k in bank aircraft. 


Bu t nev er mind the fine print. Lance, 
Carter and the White Ho u se cheerleaders 
hav e cho sen to v iew the co m ptro ller’s 
repo rt as a v indicatio n o f the bu dget 
directo r. The president himself ru shed to 
Lance’s side, cry ing, “ Bert, I’m pro u d o f 
y o u !” 


There will be fu rther dev elo pments, no 
do u bt, when Co ngress retu rns fro m its 
Au gu st recess and at least three Ho u se 
and Senate co mm ittees start raking o v er 
any glo wing co als in the co m ptro ller’s 
repo rt. 


Bu t do n’t co u nt o n m ajo r firewo rks 
fro m Capito l Hill. The principal in­ 
v estigating panel is the Senate Go v ern­ 
m ental 
A ffairs 
C o m m ittee, 
who se 
members last mo nth tripped all o v er 
themselv es in their haste to ex o nerate 
Lance o f any wro ngdo ing — largely o n 
the basis o f his o wn denials. 


These senato rs u nderstand ho w the 
rich do bu siness, as well they might. The 
co mmittee mem bers, after all, inclu de a 
half

millio naires o r clo se to it; Chairm an 
Abaham 
Ribico ff, 
D-Co nn.;

What C arter apparently refu ses to 
reco gnize, to his o wn po litical peril, is 
that o rdinary Americans may no t be 
qu ite as u nderstanding as the co ngres­ 
sio nal fat cats, no r as legalistic as the 
co mptro ller o f the cu rrency . 


Bert Lance may no t be a cro o k, bu t he 
su re isn’t a co mmo ner either. And 
Carter, by effu siv ely praising his o ld 
friend’s ”ho nest> ... co mpetence ... in­ 
tegrity ,” appears to be co ndo ning what 
many believ ed he prev io u sly deplo red; 
separate standards o f co ndu ct fo r the 
rich and the po o r.

At age 18 he had won the 
Northwest Dirt Track Cham­ 
p ionship in a y ellow car called 
Jinx . The rep u tation he bu ilt 
on that and following wins led 
other driv ers to ask him to 
organize and p rom ote the then 
newly -formed Northwest Rac­ 
ing Association. 
The first race Swenson won 
was a “p u shm obile” contest. 
He said the p u shmobiles were 
soap box derby ty p e contrap ­ 
tions p owered by a friend with 
strong legs. 


“ One child wou ld sit in the 
car while another child p u shed 
him ,” recalled Swenson. ‘‘The 
only reason I won was becau se 
I had a good motor — the 
fellow who p u shed my c a r.” 


The ev ent that p lanted rac­ 
ing firmly was a race in a 
motorized car he bu ilt in high 
school. 
“ It took abou t 15 m inu tes,” 
Swenson said of the race, “ and 
I won $35. I thou ght, $35 in 15 
minu tes, that’s not bad p ay . 
What I didn’t figu re was that it 
took me a y ear to bu ild that 
c a r.” 
L ater Swenson switched to 
p romoting races, bu t he still 
took an activ e p art in the 
sp ort. One day , he recalled he 
had to driv e in ev ery race held 
to make the field of driv ers 
large enou gh. On another oc­ 
casion, when there were not 
enou gh driv ers, he had to 
learn to driv e a motorcy cle so 
he cou ld comp ete in those 
races. 
As well as being an au to 
race p ioneer, Swenson is a fly ­ 
ing barnstorm er. 
He worked with Cap t. Frank 
Fricks, a World War I ace, 
who tu rned to barnstorm ing 
following the war.

An am bu lance trans­ 
p orted him away from gov ern­ 
ment agents and imp ending 
incarceration. 


Swenson himself took some 
risks.

“ We p lay ed Au to Polo,” 
said Swenson. “ I drov e and we 
had a man with a mallot on the 
ru nning board of the car. It 
was his job to hit this ball with 
the m allot.”

thirties by hooking his left 
rear tire in front of the right 
front tire of another au to then 
tu rning the wheel sharp ly .

New faces spark college football

Tony Dorsett is gone. Darrell Royal is gone. Frank Broyles 
is gone. 
College football is back. 
With eight more teams newly classified as major football 
schools by the National Collegiate Athletic Association, 
bringing the total to 144, the 1977 season gets under way next 
weekend with a modest slate of 19 games, only two of which 
feature any sort of pretender to the national championship. 
Penn State, long the dominant team in the East until 
unseated by Pitt last year, and upstart Rutgers, whose 18- 
game winning streak is the longest in the major college 
ranks, kick things off Friday night at Giants Stadium in East 
Rutherford, N..J. 
On Saturday, Mississippi State, another highly rated club, 
entertains North Texas State. 


Of the 144 major schools, no fewer than 25 — including 
defending national champion Pitt — have new head coaches. 
Johnny Majors, the miracle worker who led Pitt to glory, 
albeit with some assistance from Tony Dorsett and Co., has 
moved on and will try to restore Tennessee, his alma mater, 
to some of its past prestige. 
Replacing Majors at Pitt is Jackie Sherrill, who was Ma­ 


jors’ top aide until he went off to become head coach at 
Washington State for one year. 
Other prominent coaching changes find Fred Akers, who 
led Wyoming to a share of the Western Athletic Conference 
crown and a berth in the Fiesta Bowl, replacing the ultra­ 
successful Royal at Texas. Lou Holtz, who discovered pro life 
with the New York Jets wasn’t to his liking, returns to the col­ 
lege ranks at Arkansas. Both Royal and Broyles remain on at 
their respective institutions as athletic directors. 
Lou Saban, another former pro coach, is back with the 
undergraduates at Miami, Fla. 


In addition, Bob Blackman, who couldn’t crack the Big Ten 
domination of Ohio State and Michigan in six years at Illinois 
after a celebrated career at Dartmouth, returns to the Ivy 
League with Cornell. His successor at Illinois is Gary 
Moeller, a former member of the Michigan staff. 
Besides the moves made by Majors and Sherrill, the game 
of musical coaching chairs finds Tony Mason going from Cin­ 
cinnati to Arizona, Jim Young from Arizona to Purdue, 
Wayne Howard from Long Beach State to Utah and F.A. Dry 
from Tulsa to Texas Christian. 
Other new head coaches are Denny Stolz at Bowling Green, 
Ralph Staub at Cincinnati, Charley Pell at Clemson, Chuck 
Shelton at Drake, Dick Tomey at Hawaii, Charlie Cowdrey at 
Illinois State, Dave Currey at Long Beach State, Rich Brooks 


at Oregon, Bill Michael at Texas-El Paso, Chuck Stobart at 
Toledo, John Cooper at Tulsa, Warren Powers at Washington 
State, Bill Yung at West Texas State and Bill Lewis at Wyom­ 
ing. 


The eight new major college teams are Alcorn State, 
Grambling State, Jackson State, Southern University, 
Tennessee-Chattanooga, Tennessee State, Texas Southern 
and Western Carolina. UT-Chattanooga and Western 
Carolina are new members of the Southern Conference, 
along with Marshall, while the others belong to the 
predominantly black Southwestern .Athletic Conference.

Nebraska biggest puzzle in Big 8

ference skywriters Saturday. 
“ We could be first, second, or 
third. Or we could be very 
average.”

Almost any team with a 
number of unknown, untested

But that seems an in­ 
congruous label to pin on the 
Cornhuskers, who, for more 
than a decade, have occupied 
the top echelon of college foot­ 
ball, while importing, year 
after year, suplerative high 
school athletes. 


The Huskers may be just a 
virtuoso quarterback away 
from fielding an outstanding 
offense. But no fewer than five 
candidates are given a shot at 
winning the job vacated by 
all-conference signal caller 
Vince Ferragamo. And this 
could indicate there may not 
be an outstanding one in the 
bunch. 
“ Our offensive question 
marks center on quarter­ 
back,” Osborne said. “ We 
haven’t been able to make a 
decision.” 
Randy Garcia, a fifth-year 
senior, now is running first 


team, closely pursued by let- 
terman Tom Sorley. A third 
senior, Ed Burns, also is a 
viable possibility. 


“ Garcia and Burns are pro­ 
bably the better throwers,” 
Osborne said. “ And Sorley is 
the better runner. But bet­ 
ween them, there’s probably 
not one game of overall 
experience,” 
Cornhusker fans may see a 
quarterback combination, 
with Garcia and Sorley shar­ 
ing playing time, although 
Osborne would prefer that one 
step to the fore. 
The running back positions 
also are clouded. Monte An­ 
thony, who gained 594 yards in 
a backup role last year, may 
become scholastically 
ineligible. 
But Richard Berns, a fluid, 
6-2, 205 pound junior who led 
the team with 972 yards last 
year, gives Nebraska a nugget 
of an I-back. And much- 
heralded walk-on Isaiah Hipp, 


a weightlifter strong, 200- 
pounder, may be the fullback 
the Huskers have needed in re­ 
cent years. 
“ We’ll have to wait and 
see,” said Osborne. “ But we 
feel our running back situation 
should be improved.”

The Oklahoma Sooners have 
been tabbed as the preseason 
choice in The Associated 
Press college football poll to 
capture their third national 
championship in four years. 
In nationwide balloting by a 
panel of 62 sports writers and 
sportscasters, Oklahoma 
received 23 first-place votes 
and 1,068 of a possible 1,224 
points as the choice to succeed 
Pittsburgh as the No. 1 team 
in the nation. 
The Sooners, who won the 
national championship in 1974 
and 1975, finished fifth a year 
ago with a 9-2-1 record in their 
unsuccessful bid to become 
the first team ever to win 
three crowns in a row. They 
easily outdistanced Michigan 
in the preseason balloting.

The firm, called Master 
Chimney Sweepers, charges 
$40 to clean one fireplace and 
flue.

WHEN SPOUSES 
CROSS SIGNALS 


Experts say a number of barriers prevent some husbands 
and wives from communicating effectively.

A quarterback throws a pass toward the 
left sideline, but the receiver is running 
down the center of the field. "What hap­ 
pened?" the coach growls. Answer: "We 
got our signals crossed." 
The TV newsman says. "Now we'll hear 
from Senator Smith on the tax bill " In­ 
stead. we get a commercial. Som eone had 
gotten the signals crossed 
John Jones arrives home the night of his 
wedding anniversary ready to take his wife 
to a posh restaurant. But she just finished 
cooking a special dinner. The argument 
about whether to go out ruins the evening. 
They got their signals crossed or never 
gave each other any signals at all. 
Like a football team or a newsroom 
staff, a marriage is a "system" 
a net­ 
work of people functioning with each 
other. The key element in the smooth 
operation of any system is effective com ­ 
munication. But surveys consistently show 
that such communication is the most dif­ 
ficult skill for couples to achieve. "Some 
husbands and wives have never learned 
how to express their ideas honestly or their 
feelings clearly." say Los Angeles marital 
therapists Jeremy and Virginia 
More. 
"Others feel so threatened by frankness 
that they deliberately, or unconsciously, 
raise obstacles to good marital talk." 
Recently a group of experts compiled a 
list of the most common problems in cou­ 
ple communication: 
Counter-complaining. "Why do you 
always drive so fast^" a woman asks her 
husband. "I'm not driving fast." he replies. 
"Why can't you ever be ready on time so 
we wouldn't be late for the movies?” 
"Counter-complaining shuts off discus­ 
sion." says counselor Thomas Lasswell. 
"Worse than that, it can start an argument 
that has nothing to do with the issues." 
Projecting blame. The wife who re­ 
fuses her husband's advances because she 
has a “h e ad a ch e " or the husband who 
"has too much work" to go to a party is re­ 
jecting his or her partner. By blaming an 
outside force or a physical sympton. he or 
she is saying. "It only looks like I'm rejec­ 
ting you. but it's something else I can't con­ 
trol." Again, the problem at the root of the 
conflict never gets talked about — and so 
never can be dealt with. 
Excessive questioning. One man 
told a marriage counselor that whenever 
he wanted to have a serious discussion 
with his wife, she would willingly agree — 
but then she would prevent the conversa­ 
tion from getting anywhere by asking an 
endless series of questions. For instance: 
“What do you mean by that exactly?"

Retreating into

False agreement. When one husband 
asked his wife if she minded his going 
away on a weekend fishing trip, she said. 
"Of course not. I've got plenty to do 
around the house." But when he came 
home, she sulked and complained about 
having been 
bored and 
lonely. 
Says 
counselor Thomas Lasswell: "False agree­ 
ment is worse than no agreement. One 
person is deceived, and the other is de­ 
ceiving himself or herself." 
Other barriers to marital communication 
include: 
• Talking in abstract or philosophical 
terms when the other person wants to get 
down to brass tacks. 
• Being reluctant to express an honest 
opinion when asked for it 
• Expressing your viewpoint in a dog­ 
matic manner. 
• Assuming you know what the other 
person m eans by his or her words and ac­ 
tions without bothering to make sure your 
assumptions are correct.

Headache Pain 


To 
the 
chronic 
sufferer 
of 
headaches — and to the doctor 
who is called on to treat the prob­ 
lem — finding a workable cure 
is not always easy. Moreover, 
there are many kinds of head 
pain, and they have different 
causes. 
One widespread type 
is pri­ 
marily a dental problem and is 
brought on by a bad bite. When 
teeth chew- and grind food, there 
IS pressure applied at the jaw

dentists call this TM J disease for 
short 
An easv way to determine 
whether a headache is induced 
by TM J disease is to put your 
fingers into your ears and chew 
If pressing on the joints through 
the ears increases the pain, that's 
a sure sign. You may need a 
dentist to clear up the problem 
He will balance your bite, filing 
off portions of some teeth and 
building up others, in an effort to 
make it comfortable and free of 
jaw Jiggle. Sometimes jaw exer 
cises and a night brace to keep 
the jaws open a bit during sleep 
are recommended 
One thing for sure: this type of 


headache 
is less serious and 
more easily cured than some 
others, 
including 
migraines, 
which are often severe enough to 
cause 
nausea 
and 
vomiting. 
Migraine 
seems 
to 
be 
a c­ 
companied by an 
increase in 
blood flow at the arteries outside 
the head. So traditional treat­ 
ment has primarily consisted of 
medicines which cut down this 
flow. 
About seven years ago. how­ 
ever. 
a 
new 
medicine 
was 
developed 
for 
treatment 
of 
spasm of the blood vessels to the 
heart. Doctors noticed that some 
patients had both heart pain, 
called angina, and head pain, 
called migraine. When these pa­ 
tients were treated with the new 
medicine, most felt improvement 
in their migraine 
So that new 
medicine, propranolol, was tried 
for treatment of migraine. 
Propranolol dilates the blood 
vessels of the heart and systemic 
circulation 
In 
doing 
this, 
it 
lowers the blood pressure and re­ 
lieves anginal heart pain. No one 
knows exactly why it works for 
migraine But in a study in which 
about 60 migraine patients were 
given propranolol for a while and 
a placebo at another time, about 
half the patients improved from 
propranolol. 
S o 
propranolol 
obviouslv 
works for some migraine suf­ 
ferers However, it has some side 
effects, including diarrhea, ab­ 
dominal 
cramps, 
irntabilitv. 
sleeplessness or drowsiness. The 
drug also has important effects 
on the heart and circulation. 
Migraine treatment is a hit-or- 
miss proposition Som e patients 
improve with one drug, others 
with another. The basic treat 
merit 
is 
probably 
still 
with 
merhergyside. an LSD analog. 
But propranolol may prove to be 
a useful medicine for some pa­ 
tients. although its side effects 
are still under study

P utting The B rakes On Bicycle Thefts 


Since half a million bicycles are stolen an­ 
nually :n the U S .it makes sense to take a 
few simple precautions to safeguard your 
bike 
• Never leave vour bicycle unchained and 
unattended, even for a few minutes 
• To secure your bike, use a heavy-duty 
chain and lock run through the rear wheel 
and frame and then 
lock to a stationäre 
obiect Remove front wheel if practical. 
• Buy a case-hardened chain with a shack- 
.e at least 
in diameter and a padlock 
opened by either a key or a combination. 
Both are available at hardware stores 
• When chaining your bike, secure it in a 
conspicuous place where there are fre- 


quent passersby. 
• Don't forget to bring your bicycle in­ 
doors for the night 
• Register vour bicycle's serial number, 
make, model and description with the 
police, even if not required to by law A 
color photograph of it will also help police 
in case of theft Keep a copy of all the in­ 
formation at home, 
• You mav be able to insure your bicycle 
through your family's homeowner's or ten­ 
ant's insurance 
policv. 
If 
your 
policy 
doesn't cover bikes, you can purchase spe­ 
cial bicycle insurance against theft and 
damage for a modest cost at both retail 
and repair shops. 


Bowler’s Toe 


You ve heard about tennis elbow, but now 
another popular American sport appears 
to have its own ailment, and it's called 
bowler’s toe Dr Samuel D Zebrack. a St 
Louis podiatrist who teaches bowling to lo­ 
cal 12-year-olds in his spare time, says that 
as many as ' 3 of America’s 65 million 
bowlers may have or may be developing 
the condition he dubbed bowler's toe. 
Symptoms of an advanced case are a 
hammering second toe. calluses behind 
the toe and a painfully thickened toenail 
that may make walking or wearing shoes 
difficult 
Zebrack says the condition is 
caused by the stress placed on the rear 
foot that the bowler uses as a balance to 
keep from going over the foul line Instead 
of changing their approaches. Zebrack ad ­ 
vises bowlers to change their shoes' "The 
damage is caused by pressure from the stiff 
cap of the bowling shoe as it bends over 
the foot 1 hope manufacturers will devel­ 
op shoes with soft caps or no caps at all "

top shoes should prevent problems
